Ottawa, Aug. 8.— The house this morn- 
ing finished up a large number of bills, 
including two of Mr. Sifton's. 

By the Yukon territory act, recon- 
structing the district, the government 
removes the judges from the adminis- 
tration. The bill as drawn provided 
that the manufacture of intoxicating 
liquors should not ho permitted except 
by authority of the chief commissioner 
in council. Mr. Flint said he had more 
confidence in the Dominion government 
than in the Yukon government, and pro- 
posed an amendment providing that 
manufacture he not allowed without the 
authority of the Governor-Ge-nerul-in- 
Council. Mr. Foster thought there was 
no necessity for the manufacture of 
liquor in Yukon and many reasons why 
it should he forbidden. He proposed 
an amendment that the manufacture of 
liquor he prohibited altogether. 

After reflecting during the noon hour 
Mr. Sifton concluded to accept Mr. Fos- 
ter's amendment. 

Mr. Taylor, Conservative whip, pro- 
posed a further amendment that the 
transportation of liquor into Yukon he 
prohibited, except for medical and mech- 
anical purposes. Sir Louis Davies said 
thai the people of Yukon would he op- 
posed to that. The amendment was not 
carried. 

The Scandal Committees. 

The privileges committee this morning 
appointed Messrs. Borden and Russell a 
sub-committee to prepare a report. The 
two Halifax members will to-morrow re- 
port to the full committee, who will sub- 
mit nn interim report, handing in evi- 
dence and recommending that the en- 
quiry he resumed next year. In the 
meantime Judge Masson, of Owen 
Sound, will he appointed commissioner 
to take the evidence of the voters. 

The public accounts committee also 
met and considered reporls from the 
majority and minority, and adopted Mr. 
Cowan's report, whitewashing every- 
body. Mr. Wallace submitted the minor- 
ity report. 

Indemnity Grub Refused. 

At the Liberal caucus to-night the 
government gave a positive and final re- 
fusal to the demand for an extra $H00 
indemnity. Many Liberal members nre 
very wrathy and go home immediately. 
Narrow Escope. 

In the Senate n long discussion took 
place over the bill to increase the sal- 
aries nf the ministers of customs and 
inland revenue. The bill was finally 
carried by 15 to 14. The Speaker, Sir 
Alphohse Pelletier. voted for the in- 
crease. This is the first time Sir Al- 
phonse has voted this session. 



PEROT FAMILY ROW. 

Gladys to He Handed Over to Her 
Grandfather by Order of 
London Courts. 

London, Aug. H. -A writ of habeas 
corpus for the custody of Gladys Perot, 
the daughter of Mrs. William II. Perot, 
who abddcteti the child from Baltimore, 
has been granted to Mr. Newton Crane 
in behalf of Mr. W. H. Perot, father-in- 
law nt Mrs. Perot, hut lias not yet been 
served. Mr. Crane told a reporter of 
the Associated Press to-day that lie had 
no doubt the custody of Gladys would be 
granted to Mr. Perot in accordance with 
the judgment of the Maryland court, in 
which flic extradition proceedings 
against Mrs. Perot will he dropped, as 
Mr. Perot senior does not desire to 
prosecute the case against tiie mother. 
Mr. Charles Matthews, whom Mrs. 
Perot retained as leading counsel, throw 
up the case yesterday.

LYNCHING OF ITALIANS. 

Their Government Mokes a Serious 
Case Against the Authorities 
of Louisiana. 

Washington, Aug. S.— -The state de- 
partment has received from the talinn 
authorities a copy of the report made 
by the Marquis Romano, secretary of 
the Italian embassy, on his investigation 
of the lynching of five Italians in 
Louisiana. The report presents the 
affair in a serious light, and shows that 
the Italian authorities view the occur- 
rence us one of unusual atrocity. It 
contends that there were no mitigating 
circumstances; that Dr. Hodges first 
drew a weapon, and that the first shot 
fired by Defatto was in defence of his 
brother, and not a wanton attack. De- 
scribing the affair in detail, the report 
points out that some time after the first 
two men were lynched the mob made a 
second and then a third visit to the 
gaol, from whence they removed and 
lynched the three other Italians, all of 
whom, if is contended, were in utter ig- 
norance, of the wounding of Dr. Hodges. 

Conceding some extenuating circum- 
stances in the lynching of the I wo men 
inline diately concerned in Dr. Hodges' 
case. Marquis Romano contends that the 
lynching of the other three was a thing 
of particular atrocity.

CAN'T BEUEVE ST 

OF SIR WILFRID. 



That He Would Threaten War 
on the States— Merely Pol- 
itical Claptrap.

London, Aug. 8— Mr. Joseph H. Cho- 
ate, United States ambassador to Great 
Britain, interviewed in regard to the re- 
cent "war or arbitration" speech deliv- 
ered by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, said: 

"It is safe to say no amount of poli- 
tics of politicians in either country could 
occasion war in this connection." The 
Ambassador, continuing, said the Ca- 
nadian parliament was on the eve of dis- 
solution, and leaders of both parties had 
to speak. Mr. Choate seemed to think 
the latter circumstance explained Prem- 
ier Lauder's position, and was inclined to 
attach small importance to the Premier's 
remark. Mr. Chonte added that nego- 
tiations were progressing, "hut," he ex-' 
plained, "they are always slow, and I 
can say nothing at present as to their 
status." 

Regarding Mr. Chonte's statement, the 
Canadian high commissioner, Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal, said to a 
representative of the Associated Press: 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier's remark was 
merely a figure of speech, and not n po- 
litical dodge, as intimated by Mr. Clio- 
ite. Sir Wilfrid could not descend to 
uch a thing, nor did he in any way mean 
o challenge the United States. No sen- 
sible man could regard war as possible, 
hut Canada is simply taking a leaf nut 
of I he United Slates' book in demanding 
now wdiat the United Slates demanded 
the Venezuelan case. 
'Canada is now a nation, though close- 
ly allied to Great Britain. As such she 
must protect her rights. We merely ask 
for an equitable settlement through nrblj 
tration, following the United States' 
lid. We believe President MoKinley 
thoroughly in earnest in his endeavor to 
have the question honestly settled. The 
understanding of Sir Wilfrid's remarks 
>y the United States press is unfortun- 
ate. Any bitterness, or abuse by the C:i- 
nadiun press is absolutely unauthorized. 
The negotiations arc progressing, alia 1 
believe a satisfactory settlement of the 
Alaskan question will be achieved." 



INDIA'S GOLD STANDARD. 

Temporary Drawbacks Will Not Hinder 
Its Iinmedinte Establishment. 

London, Aug. 8.— In the House of 
Commons to-day the secretary of state 
for India, Lord George Hamilton, in in- 
troducing the Indian budget, said after 
careful consideration the government 
had deliberately concluded that a gold 
itnndard was required, in the interests 
if India, and that they would not be 
leterred from prosecuting the policy by 
.ill the means in their power merely be- 
cause' the next phase in the advance- 
ment was co-incident with abnormal or 
temporary failure of the rain. "If." 
continued' the Secretary, "wo could es- 
tablish a great bank like the banks of 
England and France, it would he a fruit- 
ful ally in establishing a gold stand- 
rd." 

Continuing, Lord George Hamilton 
aid he hoped the new century would be 
ssociated with a scries of surpluses in 
India, available for the reduction of lax- 
s, and industrial development, which 
vould combine to give India the fullest 
alue of the association with tin; chcap- 
st, largest and most fructifying market 
a the world. The surplus, he said, in 
onclusion, this year will he 4,400,00 ru- 
pees.

The detective engaged as dork 
in a leading dry goods sin«> ami ob- 
taiued board at the same lodging house 
■with Anderson. They became bosom 
friends, anil Anderson finally conliilcri 
to his friend that he was in possession 
of a sum of money. Investigation fol- 
lowed anil Anderson was arrested to- 
day. 

It is nnilerstm.il that the entire 

amount at" stolen in< y was recovered, 

having been hidden by Anderson in a 
valise and buried near the river bank. 
The hank nllleials positively refuse to 
give any information to the public as 
regards the amount of money recovered. 

The robbery oeeurred bet ween the 
28th of September and the lib of Octo- 
ber of last year, during the absence of 
Manager Phepoe on a brief holiday.

POINT ROBERTS SEIZURES. 

Protest to Washington That There is 
No Law- Authorizing Americans'

Poet Townsond, Aug. 8.— The recent 
seizure of several Canadian fishing ves- 
sels by the revenue launch Guard in the 
vicinity of Point Roberts and Blaine, for 
fishing in American waters has raised 
some intricate points in international 
law. It is claimed that there is no law 
Which prohibits foreign vessels from fish- 
ing in American waters, and under this 
claim the British embassy si t Washing- 
ton made a demand on the United States 
government lor an immediate release of 
Hie vessels. 

The case was referred here for inves- 
tigation, and the revenue officers say the 
vessels wore seized for landing nets in 
American waters without complying with 
the ciisliims laws by entering crafts. 
This explanation was not satisfactory, 
and advices by wire to-day from the de- 
partment at Washington say that United 
Stale Consul Smith at Victoria has been 
ordered to proceed to Point Roberts and 
Blaine immediately, for the purpose of 
(miking a thorough investigation and re- 
port without delay in the department. 

It is imdersl 1 the seizure has result- 
ed in n great deal of diplomatic corres- 
pondence between representatives of the 

two governments, and that the British 
government is most vigorous in the de- 
mand for I he release .if the vessels. Tin 
Guard bus been ordered to Point Rob- 
erts to assist Con-ill Smith in bis inves- 
I igal ions.

" Will the war in the Philippines be 
prosecuted vigorously from now on'.'" 
asked the corre-| lenl. 

Mr. Itool replied: " Yes, sir. the war 
ia Ihe Philippines from now on will be 
prosecuted with all energy. All the 
men, nil the arms and all the supplies 
necessary to end the trouble in the 
islands will be furnished at the earliest 
possible moment." 

"How large a force will be at the dis- 
posal nf the commanding general there?" 

"There will be 50.000 men there ready 
fo r active service at the close of the 
rainy season, and more will be sent there 
if necessary." 

As to the rumor published in some of 
the papers that President McKinley and 
Secretary Root were not agreed as to the 
policy tn be pursued in the Philippines, 
Mr. Itool said: "Of course, thill is all 
nonsense."

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THE NEW WESTMINSTER SEAT. 

We are advised from Now Westmiu 
ster that when Mr. Henderson offers 
for re-election he will be opposed. Our 
correspondent says that there is a very 
strong feeling of opposition to him, and 
that steps have been taken to bring out 
a. candidate. Either of the gentlemen 
named would make an excellent repre- 
sentative. 

While we believed his re-election 
ought to be opposed, and that the voters 
of New Westminster ought to be given 
an opportunity to pronounce against the 
present moribund government, we felt 
the decision ought to be left with the 
friends of the opposition in that city. 
Wo should have regarded it as a sad 
commentary upon the condition of public 
opinion in this province if Mr. Hender- 
son's treatment of his former political 
friends should be condoned, as it would 
be if he were permitted to go unop- 
posed. 

A warm friend of the government, 
■Whose home is in New Westminster, 
said a few days ago that while Mr. 
Henderton was regarded as a very 
-weak man, a cabinet office Ls a great 
persuader, and it is some time since that 
constituency has had a representative 
in the cabinet. While there is some- 
thing in this, and doubtless it was the 
consideration which influenced Mr. Sem- 
lin to offer the portfolio to Mr. Hender- 
son, we have a better opinion of the 
people of New Westminster than to he 
-willing to suppose that they will allow 
it to influence them to any considerable 
extent. 



NEEDS CLEARING UP. 

In the course of his letter to Mr. Scm- 
lin, ex-Attoruey-General .Martin ma<l<> 
the following statement: 

You will remember that in this con- 
nection Mr. Cotton telegraphed Mayor 
Harden that the government had decid- 
ed to determine the question of title to 
Doadman's Island before they consid 
ered what disposition they would maki 
of it. You are aware that the govern 
mcnt had never decided upon any such 
policy, hut in order to back up his po 
sition Mr. Cotton deliberately falsified 
the records of the council, and was com- 
pelled by the council to amend tin? same 
and strike out from the records a state- 
ment to the above effect, as the same had 
never been agreed upon by the council, 
and never should have been in the rec- 
ords. It appears to me that you would 
have been quite justified in asking for 
Mr. Cotton's dismissal upon the above 
grounds. 

At the caucus he repeated the state- 
ment, and although something was said 
as to the necessity of having it. cleared 
up, nothing was done about it. .Some- 
thing was said by Mr. Semliu about there 
having been no falsification; that what 
was done did not amount to a falsifica- 
tion, and there the mntter dropped. The 
caucus had trouble enough on its hands 
without ventilating this matter. 

The statement quoted is a very serious 
one. It would hardly he possible to 
make one more so. It was made in the 
most public way possible by a man who 
must be presumed to have known that 
in making it he laid himself open to a 
prosecution for libel. It was made by 
one sworn adviser of the Lieutenant- 
Governor against another sworn adviser. 
It related to the most important records 
kept in the province. So far as the pub- 
lic know, it has never been contradicted. 
Until the statement above attributed to 
Mr. Semlin appeared in print, that is, 
until this morning, the public has never 
been informed that the charge has ever 
been disputed. 

Wo submit it is time the matter was 
cleared up. What was it that Mr. Mar- 
tin described as a deliberate falsification 
of the records? This is not merely a 
personal matter. If Mr. Cotton were 
charged with deliberately falsifying a 
private document, he might very proper- 
ly say that lie would not answer such 
an allegation, but would leave the public 
to judge from' his past record if he would 
1)0 guilty of such a thing, ,W« think this 



would be the dignified and proper course 
to take, for no man of honor ought to 
bo required to defend himself against 
idle assertions of his opponents. But 
this is not a private matter. It is a very 
grave public matter. We have one 
member of the government telling t 1 "' 
Premier and the whole world that an 
other member of the government delib- 
erately falsified tile records of the coun- 
cil, and the charge is regarded as of 
such trilling importance that absolutely 
no notice is taken publicly of it. We 
think the following questions ought to 
he answered: 

Were the records of the council in re- 
gard to Doadman's Island altered in 
any way? 

If they were, who altered them? 

Was that alteration made after or be- 
fore the minute was submitted to the 
Lieutenant-Governor? 

Was the meaning of the minute chang 
ed by the alteration? 

Was another change made to make 
the minute conform to the original in 
tention of the council? 

Until these questions aro answered, 
suspicion will surround every act alleged 
to he dune by virtue of an order-in- 
council. Is there a supporter of the 
government who can answer them? Can 
Mr. Henderson, the new attorney-gen- 
eral, answer them? 



Tllh) ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 



In the American edition of the Review 
of Reviews for August there is an 
article entitled "The Alaskan Boundary 
From an American Point of View." by 
William 11. Lewis, of Seattle. Mr. 
Lewis was formerly attached to tie 
Behring Sea Board of Arbitration, which 
may he useful as an introduction, but 
of itself lends very little force to what 
lie has Id say. His presentation of tin 
case is palpably one-sided, and he is un 
J hie to conceal his hostile animus, which 
crops up in almost every paragraph. Mr. 
Lewis seeks to interpret the treaty by 
quoting scraps from the corresponden 
between Great Britain and Russia, and 
by giving his own views of other por- 
tions of it, being careful on each occa- 
sion to impress his renders with the iden 
that Great Britain was grasping for tor 
ritory and Russia was resisting aggres 
sion. Mr. Lewis lays great stress upon 
the fact that in the correspondence Ku 
sia speaks of Portland Canal as being 
"at the height of Prince of Wales 
Island," and as having " its origin in the 
interior between the fifty-fifth and fifty 
sixth degrees of north latitude." This 
he insists is a description which suits the 
Portland Canal of later maps and does 
not apply to Behui Canal. In this he 
simply ignores the plain facts of 
geography, for the language describe 
one quite as well as the other. When 
we take up the treaty itself we find that 
the line was to start " at the point of the 
continent where it (that is the canal) 
strikes the fifty-sixth degree of north 
latitude " and this the Portland Canal 
of the maps never does, whereas Bob in 
Canal does. Behin Canal goes beyond 
the fifty-sixth parallel. Hence wo are able 
to give an exact meaning to the treaty 
when it speaks of a point where the 
canal strikes that parallel. On thi 
point Mr. Lewis' argument falls to the 
ground. 

Mr. Lewis takes as his second point 
the desire of Russia to take a strip of 
coast to protect the islands which were 
to belong to her. He admits that Great 
Britain took a contrary view, and then 
argues that the treaty must have given 
Russia what she wanted. A treaty is 
the conclusion of negotiations, and. the 
negotiations in this case were, accord- 
ing to Mr. Lewis, chiefly confined to an 
effort on the part of Russia to get a 
continuous coast strip, and on the part 
of Great Britain to an effort to prevent 
such a concession. To the ordinary 
mind it would appear as reasonable to 
say that tin- treaty gave fireat Britain 
what she wanted, because that was what 
she wanted, as to say that it gave Russia 
what she wanted for a similar reason. 
This does not appear to have occurred 
to Mr. Lewis, whose position substan- 
tially is that because Russia wanted a 
continuous coast strip she received it by 
the treuty, although he is careful to 
point out that Great Britain was unwill- 
ing to concede it. We submit that, any 
one who wished to take an impartial 
view of the situation would say that, :is 
there is nothing to show in the corres- 
pondence that either nation gave way 
to the other, the only recourse left is to 
refer to the treaty itself to see what con- 
clusion was finally reached when the 
plenipotentiaries of the powers met to 
settle the dispute. In this view of the 
case, which we submit is the only sen- 
sible one, we come back to just wher 
we were before Mr. Lewis made hi 
contribution to the discussion— that is to 
the interpretation of the treaty itself 

We can appreciate the object which 
Mr. Lewis shows Russia had in desiring 
to retain a continuous coast strip, but 
this is hardly worth considering now 
The question for discussion is if she got 
what she wanted. The correspondence 
when critically examined supports quite 
a different view to that, which Mr. 
Lewis seeks to base upon it. We find 
that on April 17, 1823, Count Nessel- 
rode on behalf of Russia claimed that 
the boundary should be so located as 
not to cut Prince of Wales Island. This 
seemed to be the crucial point of the 
negotiations. Now wo ask any reason- 
able man if it would not be absurd to 
talk about avoiding the necessity of 
cutting Prince of Wnlos Island, if the 
contemplation was that all the inlands 
and a continuous strip on the mainland 
were at all events to be secured to Rus- 
sia. Would not any reasonable ma'n 



pending, would cut some of the islands? 
We submit that the answer to this 
qu'estion disposes of the whole of Mr. 
Lewis' ingenious contention as to where 
the line ought to be drawn on the main- 
land and as to the ownership of the 
v.eads of the inlets. We may also feel 
- ry sure that if the United States com- 
nifsiouers thought their case was such 
a simple and convincing one as Mr. 
Lewis believes he has made out, they 
would have hailed the suggestion of 
arbitration with alacrity. Instead of 
doing this they declined arbitration, prob- 
ably because, unlike Mr. Lewis, they did 
not think that the fact of Russia claim- 
ing something was to he taken as proof 
positive that, she got it. 

THE AMERICA'S CUP. 

A hundred million people will watch 
with interest the struggle for the Am- 
erica's cup, so soon to take place in Am- 
erican waters between the Shamrock and 
the Columbia. This cup was won on 
August 22, 1S53, in a race around the 
Isle of Wight by the yacht America, a 
schooner 94 feet long built in New York, 
and owned by John C. Stevens. In 1857 
the cup was presented by the owners of 
the America to the New York Yacht 
Club, on the understanding that it should 
he offered as a trophy for a race with any 
challenging yacht built in a foreign coun- 
try, and of not less than 30, nor more 
than I!00 tons. Cambria was the 'irst 
competitor. She was owned by Mr. .fas. 
Asbbury. She raced against a whole 
fleet of yachts, and was beaten by nine 
of them, including the Magic, built ex- 
pressly to defend the cup. Mr. Ashhury 
came over the next year with Livonia, 
and competed with Columbia, honors be- 
ing even. Sappho, however, proved too 
much for the visitor, and the cup 
mnincd in America. The next challenger 
was the Canadian yacht Countess o: 
Dufferin, which was defeated by Mad 
eliene, the defender, and in 18S1 the 
Canadian Atalanta had no belter luck 
against Puritan. Five years later was 
the celebrated contest between Galate 
the challenger, and Mayflower, the d 
fender, but Galatea went home without 
tiie cup. Next year Scotland sent ovei 
Thistle, but Volunteer showed her : 
clean pair of heels. Then came the con 
test of 1893 between Dunraven's Valky- 
rie and the defender, Vigilant. Then: 
were three spirited races, in all of which 
Valkyrie was unsuccessful. Lord Dun 
raven was not discouraged. lie built a 
second Valkyrie, which was sunk in n 
storm, and thus a race in 1894 was pre- 
vented. In 1895 His Lordship cann 
over with Valkyrie III., and was met 
by the.

people are now looking forward. 

The two competing yachts are said 
to resemble each other so closely that 
the result of the race will be largely a 
matter of seamanship. This gives an ad- 
vantage to the defender, for some how or 
other, yachts always do best in their 
own waters. Thus when Vigilant went 
to England after her victory in 1S93 
over Valkyrie I., she was badly de- 
feated. 



Mr. Henderson represented the Domin- 
ion government in the Doadman's 
Island litigation.

Will he, like his prede- 
cessor, find no difficulty in supporting 
the case of the province, as well as that 
against the province?

If we may judge from an expression 
in last night's Times, the effect of the 
decision of the Privy Council in the 
Coal Mines Regulation case is much 
misunderstood. Until the judgment of 
the court hns been received there is not 
much use in speculating as to its effect 
upon future legislation, but if the deci- 
sion is that the legislature has no power 
to make such laws, any further enact- 
ment on the subject will be simply 
so much waste paper, and no court 
would undertake to enforce it. Speaking 
on this question a few days ago, the Col- 
umbian suggested that perhaps the case 
may have gone off on a technicality. 
We do not see how this can very well 
be, yet of course it may prove to be so. 
It would bo a very surprising thing to 
have the highest court of appeal decide 
a case on a technicality, when the ques- 
tion submitted to it was one involving 
the constitutionality of a statute. The 
Times speaks of the decision as a dis- 
allowance and intimates that the law 
may bo re-enacted. This suggestion is 
no doubt based upon the fact that some- 
times a law which is disallowed by the 
crown will not be disallowed if re-enact- 
ed, but whore an act hns boon declared 
unconstitutional, no amount of re-enact- 
ing can make it otherwise. It is well

The Youngest Commander Sue 
ceeds Capt. Lee on 
Empress of Japan. 



Short Talks With Travellers 
In Whom Everyone Is 
Interested. 



The R. M. S. Empress of Japan ;ir- 
rived at William Head quurantiuc sta- 
tion yesterday afternoon with 50 first 
.saloon passengers, S in "t lie intermediate, 
KiS Chinese, 40 Japanese and 1 Indian 
steerage, completing a passage from the 
Orient of 11 days. 

It was a notable voyage, not with re- 
spect to s]ieed alone— a voyage destined 
to be memorable to both officers and 
passengers. 

In the first place it was the maiden 
trip for the new commander, G- D. 
Bowles, It, N. R., who after several 
years of active service with the com- 
pany, latterly as first otliecr of the Em- 
press of China, has recently replaced the 
veteran ("apt. Lee in the charge of the 
favorite Empress. 

lie is perhaps the youngest com- 
mander of any of the large and first- 
class ocean liners, but at the same time 
a commander enjoying the fullest confi- 
dence of all his subordinates, as well as 
his owners — a first-grade navigator and 
a prime favorite with everyone brought 
in contact with him. 

Fortune seems to have smiled upon 
his promotion. For while the China, of 
the Pacific Moil fleet, was 121 hours 
ahead in leaving Hongkong and fully 
expected to be first at Sha^'-'iai, she 
•}uul the misfortune to strike the heJ' rt of 
a typhoCS i 11 tui> passage, and while «,"" n ' 
gaged in lighting the elements in their 
fury was passed by the luckier O. P. R, 
ship and beaten to their mutual destina- 
tion by a clear 00 hours. 

Nor was the winning of the race with- 
out reward. At Shanghai a largo 
," rush " consignment of silk was await- 
in'g HllipTtit^ ^tended for the China, as 
tirst arrival. The. l'lmprosR of Japan 
coming in ahead, although altogether un- 
expectedly, received the valuable cargo, 
and accordingly had upwards of 300.000 
pounds of silk for quick transhipment 
to New York from Vancouver to-day— 
the largest and probably the most valu- 
able silk cargo ever brought to America. 

The same storm that so reduced the 
profits of the China's trip came within 
an ace of compassing the destruction of 
another 'Frisco craft— the new schooner 
Bessie Stevens, which l< fl the Bay 
City a few months ago with an exploring 
ami trading party for Guam ami Manila. 
She had reached her first port and was 
proceeding to Manila when caught in the 
typhoon, which had so nearly sent her 
to the bottom that the skipper had him- 
self abandoned hope and was ready to 
lower the boats when the skies cleared. 
The schooner is now repairing damages. 

\nother victim of the storm was the 
Japanese steamer NunobiUi Main, which 
foundered off Barren Island. One of 
her boats, containing 13 men. was locked 
up by the Kuikang, while another with 
the second ofllcer and seven men arrived 
at Moji the day the Empress sailed for 
Victoria. Two other boats with their 
crews are believed to have been lost.

Mr. F. C. Anderson, who conies from 
Hankow and is on his way to England 
to visit his mother, whoni he has not 
seen in many years, is the general man- 
ager of the Hongkong & Shanghai Bank 
at Hankow, and gives an interesting out- 
line of 'he critical situation at Pekin 
arising out of the failure f the latest 
loan. lie is directly interested in the 
Belgian railway project and has good 
hopes of its ultimate consummation. 

.Mr. C. Crane is manager of the Last- 
ern Telegraphs in Japan, and was 
brought prominently before the reading 
world a few years ago in connection 
with 1 he going down of the big East 
Indian steamer Catterthun, on which he 
had the ill-fortune to be one of the pas- 
sengers. There were hut two survivors 
of this memorable disaster, one of whom 
Ins since died — so that .Air. Crane is now 
the only one living to tell from personal 
experience the horrors of thai tragic 
episode in Oriental maritime history.

The offer made by the agent 
Tor the cabinet Singer machine here is to 
give the, hospital such u machine at a great- 
ly reduced ligurc. This machl loos all 

kinds of intricate work, and darns linen 
beautifully. Such n gift would be of the 
utmost service, and, though the Women's 
Auxiliary may not yet be In a position to 
consider such a large Item, it Is well to 

make a note of the offer i-.nl the n 1. 

At a recent meeting or the active com 
mlttee it was proposed and passed that 
lly blinds be supplied to such wards as 
needed them, and awning shades and fly 
blinds to the nurses' dining room and unit 
ron's room. 

During the past month Mrs II. I>. Ilel- 
ui. ■ken visited the hospital to present the 
X ray apparatus kindly donated by her ef 
forts, and signified her intention of work- 
inn tor some other signal and individual 
need In connection with the work of the 
Woman's Auxiliary. 

In conclusion I would ndd that the 
greatest encouragement and kindly feeling 
bns been shown on all sides with the work 
in linnd, and n most unusual Interest awak- 
ened.

CURING LEPERS WITH COPRAS. 

A Curious Remedy Suggested by 
Hindoos. 

Prom the New York Herald. 

If Dr. Thomas .1. Briggs, n former 
surgeon of the United States army, is 
on the right track, the new century will 
rejoice to see the dread scourge of 
leprosy, if not totally removed from 
among the host of ills to which flesh is 
heir, at least reduced to a minimum. 
The remedy whose effectiveness lie 
hopes to demonstrate is nothing more 
nor less than the dealy venom of the 
cobra. Curious, too, is the fact that 
the idea of innoculating the leprous pa- 
tient was suggested by the savage 
demon-worshipping hill tribes of far 
India- 

" It was Dr. Bardoni, of Turin," said 
the doctor, "who lirst discovered the 
bacillus of leprosy — a pencil-shaped 
microbe, resembling that of tuberculosis, 
but having one end thicker than the 
other nnd enclosed in a sheath or cell. 
This sheath may account for its amaz- 
ing longevity, for not even the bacillus 
of tetanus has a greater power of sur- 
viving under all conditions. Dr. Bardoni 
and others attempted to cure leprosy 
by inoculation, but after some years of 
experiment the idea was given up. 

"In India u maimed man is an out- 
cast, and so dreaded is leprosy that 
according to Hindoo Inw and more 
potent custom among the fanatical hill 
tribes, a man who has leprosy in the 
incipient stages has the honorable alter- 
nstive of suffering himself to be buried 
alive ami ascending to the realms of the 
ends, where he is purified in everlasting 
bliss, or he can suffer himself to be bit- 
ten by the deadly groove- ranged Naji 
tripudians, or cobra of fame. This 
is done with the hope that on recovery 
from the venom of the snake the 
leprous signs will disappear. In the 
latter case a tine young cobra, or a 
hooded, dusky hamadryad, is taken from 
I he jungle, starved ami prodded into 
furv. The leper thrusts out his rore- 
arm ami takes I he full charge of the 
deadly venom sac. nnd then proceeds to 
till himself with the most eflicncious in- 
toxicant: at hand, generally the toddy 
made from the bud of the eoconnnt, a 
most speedy and refreshing soporific. 

" The results were astonishing. Three 
out of live lepers recovered from the 
bile, and, strnnge to say. from the 
leprosy nlso. The result is demonstrated 
on scientific grounds. The cobra's venom 
is a subtle fluid to which all germ life 
succumbs. It begins immediately to 
destroy every vital function. The 
bacillus of deadly leprosy succumbs to 
the deadlier venom of the serpent, 
which in turn yields to large doses of 
alcohol. 

"The treatment is not infallible, but 
with pi-oprr food, cure and exercise of 
professional judgment, (here is no reason 
why it should not show IK) per cent, of 
successes, if the leprous patients are dis- 
covered and treated in the incipient 
stages."
